Tux New York correspondent of the Limes 
wrote last mouth describing how amid the 
exhilarating airof the Pacific coist Presi- 
dent Roogevest had twice within two days 
proclaimed the future dominance (and not 
only commercial dominance) of the United 
States oVer tha Pacifie Ocean; the corres. 
pondent ndded that “ it need not be supposed 
that thePresident bud any other public in 
his mind than that which he was address- 
ing.” The suggestion is, of course, that 
- Provident: RooseveLr spoke with his eye'on 
tho forthcoming elections ; and so no doubt 
he did. Yet we cannot but hear more in 
the triumphant utterances of the President 
of the United States than mere vote-cateh- 
- ing verbiage, Naturally he was bound to 
toll the Pacific const electors that he was 
a beliover in the coming supremacy of their 


country in that preatest of oceans, whereby’ 


they live, But thera was a ring of real 
confidence in’ President | Rooskvent’s 
langiege which forbids us to think he was 
only _clectionewing. When he told othe 
people of San Francisco last month that he 
failed to see how a man confident of his 
country's greatacss could be anything but 
an expansionistand that the United States 
must, unless they are to Lecome degenerate, 
go on with the vork which they have begun, 
he was obviouly speaking in all sincerity, 
ana the enthusiasm of his audience was not 
& matter for vonder. We need not, how- 
ever, necessarily admit that because Presi. 
dent Rooseverr spoke from hie heart he is 
therefore a ceriaia prophet. He claimed’ 


that the United States’ geographical position | 


on the Pacific is such as to ingure~ their 
peseeful domination. of its. waters in -tho 
future, if only the nation grasps with 
sufficient resolutiyn the advantages of this 
position. - They are taking. long strides in 
this direction, he went on; witness the new 
‘cables, the grea’: steamship lines, the :first’ 
steps toward digging an Isthminn cau i—a 
canal which will niake the Atlantic aud the 
Pacific conat-lines ‘of the United States ‘to- 
all intents and purposes conlinitogs, “and 
will add jmménsely alike to the commercil 


”:] ana the military ond naval strengths of the 
country. ~ All this is not to he denied, but. 


in peaking of the “ domination’ of the 
Pacific” by the States the President isa 
little vague.- The Pacific Ocean is, a8 
President Roosrvett said, the greatest of 
‘all oceans, and the States have an extent of 
eonst-line which makes the Republic of 
necessity a Power of the firat class on that 
Oceun. Nevertheless, . it must not be 
forgotten that Great Britain bas, in Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, New Guineas and 
the majority of the Southern Pacific isles, 
Hongkong and the Straits. Settlements, a 
position which con become second to notte 


as.long as we have the most powerful Acet |~ 


in the world. Therefore, unless we accopt 
as inevitable the growth- of the United 
tates navy beyond all possibility of our 
competition—which is, to ‘say the least of 
it, a remote contingency at present—we 
ennnot admit President Rooskvent’s con- 
tention that the United States aro marked 
out definitely as the lords of the Pacific. 
‘The opening of the Isthmian canal und the 
inereaso in their fect, which the Presideyt 
urges on his countrymen, will doubtless 
‘make w vast differcice in the situation: 
But, on the other hand, the aspirations of 
Canada in the North-east and of Australia 
Yn. the South-west are factors which it is 
equally ithpossible to disregard. Alarm‘sts 
at home have cried out ‘that American com- 
petition has already shaken Britain's coms 
mercial position all over the world ; but an 
exnmination of the figures faile to sustain 
their arguments. Similarly British writers 
lave spoken of ths Pacific quéstion as if 
all poiuted tc a:specdy predominance of 
the United States; but they have failed to 
produce solid proofs? We do not think the 
subject a very profitable ground for specila., 
tion. ‘Phere can be no doubt that. the next 
century will sean great advance of United’ 
States interests in those waters of which the 
westernmost wash our island of Hongkong. 
But this is a different thiug from the 
relegation of Great Britain to a secondary 
placo in, the Vacifie. Woe do uot think that 
the progress of the: United States need , 
militate acriously againet British interests 
in ‘this ocean. ‘There is not but- the 
romotest likelihood of the whole of the 
Pacific coming under one supreme ‘in- 
fluence, In parts, uo doubt, the United 
States will predominate. In othors, and 
these by no moans the least important, 
Britain must continue supreofe unless 
sudden catastrophe reduces hor from the, 
rank which she wow holds among the 
Powers. The Pacific Ocean, however, is 
large enough for more than two Powers’ 
reasonable aspirations, und. we have for- 
tunately uo reason tO apprehend other 
than friendly rivalry botween Great Britain 
and the United States in these waters.

accouot of England was a novelty, and at-once

FOREIGN WARSHIPS IN BRITIS 
PORTS. 


—_+—~ 

In the Honse of Lords, on the 19th May, tho 
Earl of Crowe asked ths Government under 
what regulations and restrictions tho shipa of 
war of foreign Powers are admitted to British 
and Colonial’ harbours and cvaling-stations ; 
whother ony change has recently beoa made in 
respect to such regulations and restrictions, 
and under what conditions British ships of wor’ 
ara admitted to the ‘hartours. aad couling 
atitions of foreign Powers.. A feoliug existed 
thatin this matter we were prone to be more 
caroless or indifferent than wo ought to be. 
Powerfal forsiga squadrons were allowed 
unrestricted acc.ss to our ports, and on 
a recent occasion when ho was at Colombo 
ho was sarprisal to seo no less than -11 
ships of war belonging to a friendly foreign 
Power in the harbour there. He was informed 
that similar conditions prevailed at other ports, 
auch. as Hongkong, Singapors,. Port Louis 
(Mauritius), end the Capg. He would tike to 
know whether any represoutations had heen 
received from’ the responsible anthorities at 
those ports ato tho possible danger of their 


“being seized by a coup de sain on tho part of 


a foreign Power in the event of war. 

The Earl of Selborne, replying for the 
Government, said this question had been the. 
subject’ of very frequent and continuous con- 
sideration,. There bad baon several changes in 
the practice of this country with respoot to this 
matter, Up to the year 1897 thor . wero 
practically no restrictions as to tho admission 
of foreign men-of-war to our ports, but ia that 
yoar, after very prolonged consideration by the 
departments concerned, o code of regulations 
and restrictions was drawn up limiting the 
access of foreign ameu-of-war to onr ports. 
‘That was in operation for six years, rill 18 93, 
when the Inte Liberal Government in the light 
of experience snd after again considering the 
mattor with great care, deliberately and with 
the concarrenca of oll the Colonial authori- 
ties abolished the restrictions, As regards the 
practice of other Powers in this respect. 40 far 
¢s he was aware, no Power forbade foreign 
mea-of-war to visit its ports, though in one 
or two cases thore were s'rict ‘regulations in 
respoct of the number’ of fr'endly ships of war 
slowed to. come. in without notice. Ia most 
cages thare were no regulations or restrictions 
at ‘all Hoe was’ not aware of any restric-: 
tion on the admission of British ships of war 
into Port Arthur. Though it was. quite true 
that the foraign Powers who frooly wed our 
ports woro not those. whose ports it was mers 
sary for ua to use frecly in the course of the 
work of the Navy, on the balance of mutual 
reciprocity, navy to navy, our shara of the same 
was vary large indeed. In tho opinion of. the 
Government it was to the general interest thet 
friendly Powers shoald be ready to accommo-, 
date each other in this matter, und it .was 
certaivly to our interest that this interchange 
of hospitality should exist with as few restrie- 
tions as possible: The osso in which JL abips 
of war belonging too friendly Power were 
lying at one time in Colombo harbour was 
altogather, * exceptional, arising from an 
necidontal causa. which could not be 
taken as. any- indication of the «extent | 
to which these privileges were generally used, 
He ‘could; not conceive that any foreign 
Power would be 80 foolish as to ran the rick ‘of 
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detaching an, important portion of 3 

the purpose of seizing ‘any of our important 
‘harbours with the object of inflicting o blow at 
our prestige, and he could not conceive of any 
iquadyon of a potential enemy of aay impartanes 
shoing left unwatched, ‘The general principles 
which bo had laid down could only. bo maintained 
on tho basis of reciprocity. It would be 
impossible to defend the giving of unrestricted 
‘hospitalltiy to the warships of. foreign 
Powers in our ports ifn similar welcome 
ware not extended, in © rearonobls degreo, 
at all ‘events, fo our - ships by those | 
Powora, and if the'time chould come when a 
powor enjoying our hospitality in no mean 
measure endeavoured to put obstacles in the 
way of our ships visiting their ports subject to 
yoasonablo retridtions he quite ‘admitted that 
the whole subject would: have to be reconsidered 
by o Joint Military andNeval Cominittee and by 
tho Colonia} Defence Committee, subject too 
roviow of their decision by the Council of 
Imperial Defenco.

or F.E.S. ofter s man's namo ns an indication 
of his position.”) Tho reul Balfour is neither 
n dilettonte nor a man of blood and iron. Yet 
there is a touch of truth in each of these por- 
versions. Ho is capable on cecasion of firm. 
ness end resolution; yet even his enthusinatic 
biograplier laments a certain. Jack of dynamic 
energy” 

No chapters of Mr, Balfour's career are moro 
interesting at this moment than these which 
deal with Ireland. . If it should be the lot of tue 
presont Prime’ Minister to pass st some future 
date s Home Rule Bill for Ireland {ond many 
more unlikely predictions could bo made), ho will 
be. able—with equal apparent difficulty, but not 
with levs colour, than in the case of Mr. Glad- 
stone—to pat ina claim for lifelong consistency. 
Ho has been a Coercionist, but so for that matter 
was Mr. Gladstone. Yet ho combined the'polioy 
of coercion with that of promoting, by the in- 
stramontality of the State, vho material 
prosperity of Ireland, It was ° oriminal," he 
once eaid, to’nttempt to set up a logisialaro 
in Irelazd; yes, but criminal, he added, *‘ until 
this agrarian question be finally put out of tho 
way.” Ho is tauntd today ‘with being’ in 
working alliance with the Irish Nationalist s. 
But ihat alliance he foreshadowed mavy 
years ago im o apooch which Mr. Alderson 
recally, Thera was, he said, no fundamental 
agreemont: between the Trish and the Liberal 
parties :—"Tbat'is not the case (he went on to 
say) with the. Conservatives. There is. one 
principle which the Conservatives hold. as 
the party to which Mr, Paroell bolongs, ang 
for which they may well be found fighting side 
by side, and that is the principle of religious 
education.” Thns did Mr,” Balfour cust his 
bread npou the waters; it hos retarned to him 
now after many days. 

Of Mr. Balfour's personal qualities, “Mr. 
Alderson speaks with jost enthusiasm. Bir 
William Harcotrt Jong ago, in reforring to tho 
then Member for Hortford, spoke of “ the goner- 
a] amiability of his nature.” A man would be 
lees than human who could resist the Prime 


Minister's engaging charm of wan.er. One 
may not ogres with Mr. Alderson that Mr. Bal- 
four hus shown himeelf “ one of the greatest 
eaders the House of Commonr has known”; 
but he is certainly ono of the most genial, No 
leador, sinco Palmerston, has enjoyed xo fully 
as Mr. Balfour a popularity on both sides of 
the Houss. : 
A few personalia aro goattered through Mr. 
Aldorson’s pages which it. may inter esting 
to collect. Of Mr. Balfour's school and college 
deys we are not told much, excopt that he 
played football, was fond of walking, aud was 
Loc Lansdowne’s fag. His present outdoor 
amusements are known to everyone, inclading 
the police and the meyistrates. Iu tbis.con- 
nection Mr. Anderson has a good story :—* He 
wos riding in company with some friends 
slong a country road when he noticed a cyolist 
pedalling rapidly in tho rear, and with charac- 
terjalie friendliness tho Premier asked: ‘Shall 
wo pacoyou?” Bat no answer was forthcoming, 
and tothe motorist’s, surprise, whon he bad pro- 
ceeded about a mile, ho was ordered to pall up 
by two cbustables. His soicoless friend had beon® 
none other then a policeman in plain clothes.” 
It would bo woll if the Prime Minister wore 
to moderate his. pace until the spacial autocar 
tracks, which he: proposed in o& letter 
of 190], have come into existence... Mr- 
Balfour algp. delights, we aro told, in'a good 
game at billiards, end, as is well known, 
parsionately fond of music, “In, bis study at 
‘Whittinghame, which adjoins his bedroom, is 
on iron grand pianoforte, and on many 
occasions, long after the other inmates of the 
great house have gone to rest, tho strains of 
musio may be hgsrd coming from his room.” 
He is also “a clever siolinist.” An admirable 
article on Handel in the Edinburgh Review, of 
Jnnuary, 1887, wes from Mr. Balfour's pea.
